Welcome! 

As we lift our glasses tonight in a toast to 
old friends and new, we will journey to a 
time of Renaissance England, to a time of 
bawdy living, strolling troubadours, and 
madrigal singing. 

Madrigal singing, brought to England from 
Italy in the 16th century, was at first an 
informal type of private entertainment at the 
castle and country homes of the landed 
gentry. Frequently, the lordes and ladyes 
performed the music themselves as they sat 
at dinner in the Great Hall. Naturally, 
during the twelve days of the Christmas 
Season, there was much entertaining and 
singing of madrigals and carols. 

Thus began our first Renaissance Yuletide 
Feaste as presented by the vocal music and 
drama departments of BCCC on Dec. 3 and 
4 in the Student Union.
